Ready for Lettuce

WOODBINE—Tawny-skinned, almond-eyed farmers in 
the Japanese colony near here will begin harvesting a record 
lettuce crop in about two weeks. 


They will ship some 25,000 
erates of leafy, green lettuce this 
Spring to points all over the East- 
ern half of the country. 

As soon as the Spring crop is 
“in” and sold, the Japanese will 
begin work on their Fall lettuce 


Rut few Georgians are aware of 
the existence of the Japanese 
farming settlement in their State. 

Even officials of the near-by 
Brunswick Chamber of Commerce, 
who keep an alert finger on the 
business pulse of the area, ad- 
mitted they were “very. sur- 
prised” to learn about the Japa- 
nese agricultural colony less than 
30 miles’ away 

Owners of the lettuce farm— 
given the American name of “Mary 
Field Plantation”—are Frank 


Ozaki, William K. Ozaki, S. But- 


seyen, Harry Omaye and Philip 
Brown. Brown is the only Ameri- 
can sharing interest in the enter- 
prise. ‘ 


The colony first was settled in 
1938, but it has grown with the 
increasing crups. 

Older members of the group 
were born in Japan. They speak 
little English. They adhere to the 
Buddhic religion. They observe 
Japanese customs, such as taking 
steam baths in a community bath- 
room. And they relish sukiyaki, 
the favorite Japanese food.’ 

Younger residents of the commu- 
nity, however, are as American- 
ized as the slang they use. They 
attend a Methodist church, Their 
children go to the local school.

It set new records with its huge 
appropriations bill and the highest 
new tax proposal ever suggested. 


For the first time, it placed the 
Department of Education under 
strict legislative apportionment of 
school funds.

By PAUL JONES 

Any old mother hen will tell 
you she never knows which of her 
children are boys and which are 
girls until the roosters get old 
enough to crow and the hens be- 
comie layers. 

But Fred Koto, American-born 
Japanese, can tell which ones are 
boys and which ones are girls the 
minute they emerge from their 
shells. : 

Fred is a chicken sexer, one of 
the rarest professions practiced in 
this country. Through his keen 
sense of feeling in his long, nim- 
ble fingers and his quick eyes, he 
is able to determine the sex of 
more than 1,500 new-born chicks 
an hour. 

Mr. Koto—not to be confused 
with the filmland character por- 
trayed by Peter Lorre in film 
shockers—was iaught the art of 
Separating baby hens from baby 
roosters by Cecil Yanura, a Japa- 
nese who learned the trade in his 
native land more than 19 years 
ago. Since then he has sorted mil- 
lions of chicks, often working 40 
hours at a stretch. 

These long hours are necessary 
because chicken breeders raise 
males for broilers and females for 


layers. They must be separated for | 


special feeding and space conser- 
vation—and a day-old chick has to 
be a day-old chick when it is 
shipped. 

Mistakes are costly in Mr. Koto’s 
profession. He says he must guar- 
antee 95 percent accuracy at all 
times. And because intense con- 
centration of mind and eyes and 
relaxed fingers is necessary at all 
times, Fred’s 40-hour working pe- 
riods are broken with frequent but 
brief rest periods. 

Chicken sexing was perfected in 
Japan in 1930. Until 1933 it re- 
mained an Oriental secret. Up to 
that time the sex was determined 
when the cockerels made comb. 
American hatcheries appealed to 
the Japanese government to reveal 
the method. The Japanese-Amer!- 
can instructed schools now require 
a proficiency of 480 chicks an hour 
and 95 percent accuracy. 

But Americans rarely make pro- 
ficient chicken sexers, Koto said. 
The extremely long hours and the 
long periods of great concentra- 
tion, nimble hands and keen eye- 
sight do not appeal to the peo- 
ple of this country. 

, Chicken sexing is _ seasonal. 
Breeding begins in February and 
eontinues until July, Koto said. 
During other seasons, chickens are 
hatched at a much slower pace.

A physician came to the Light- 
house completely discarded by 
everyone. He’d slept in the 
woods the night before. The 
Lighthouse gave him clean clothes, 
good food, enough money for a 
shoe shine, along with Christian 
fellowship and encouragement. 
Within a few weeks he had re- 
covered sufficiently to begin sell- 
ing small items on the streets. 
When he had a firm hold on him- 
self, he reopened an office and is 
doing well. 


Dozens of others—lawyers, real 
estate dealers, advertising men 
and countless others—tell the same 


“I was on alcohol for years,” a 
sergeant of the First World War 
declared. “I started like a lot of 
others with a ‘social’ drink or two. 
For two. years’ I didn’t realize I 
was an alcoholic. 

“They kept me in a Veterans’ 
Hospital for a couple of years. 
The doctors told me they’d helped 
build up a resistance to the stuff 
and the rest was up to me. 

“T had a job to go to the day I 
left. But I got drunk that night. 
That shows a hospital isn’t the 
answer. 

“I’m out here knocking it out 
a day at a time. I get by one 
day without a drink. And, with 
the help of God, I can manage 
snother. Seven days make a 
week. Four weeks add up to a 
month and 12 months make a 
year. I’m knocking ’em off.”

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The Real Issue Is Yet To Be Decided 


The 1949 session of the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly may long be remembered 
for its approval of the Minimum Founda- 
tion program for education. 

Having fought for this measure, we are 
= happy the Legislature saw fit to ap- 

prove it. 

But the people—and the Legislators— 
must know that as yet nothing actually 
has been accomplished except the laying 
down of a program which we all would 
like to provide when and if the money 
becomes available. 

The question Georgians must decide 
for themselves is whether they want to 
expand educational facilities badly enough 
to be willing to pay the price. Many will 
be troubled about whether we are in fact 
able to pay. That is the question voters 
must ponder between now and April 5 
when the referendum will be held. 

As the problem simmers in our minds 
we shall be in the position of, say, the 
‘struggling young couple who want, and 
need, a new stove and refrigerator to re- 


- 


place the hotplate and the antiquated ice- 
box. If they buy them they know they 
will have to give up many other things—a 
new coat, a new dress, new shoes—which 
they also want and need. They are faced 
with a difficult choice. They must sacri- 
fice on some things in order to have the 
other. Georgians are in about the same 
position. 

We believe Gov. Talmadge was right 
in wanting to keep the contingent fund 
to provide these extra services at the 
lowest possible figure. 

The State’s revenue last year ran to a 
little more than $108,000,000. The outlook 
now is that this year’s income will be less 
by $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, due to the let- 
down in business activity. 

That means that if we are to have the 
extra services which we all desire and 
need we simply will be called upon to dig 
deep into our pocketbooks to pay the cost. 

These are facts all Georgians should 
know in order to make an intelligent de- 
cision on the issue.

Atlanta owes a great debt to Miss 
Fanny D. Hinton, Librarian of the Car-— 
negie Library, who is retiring from her 
position after 32 years of service. 


Miss Hinton has had much to do with 
laying the foundations for the Library’s 
expansion program presently under way 
which will make it possible to provide 
service in keeping with the needs of the 
rapidly growing metropolitan area. 


Although the full story of Miss Hin- 
ton’s contribution cannot be told in facts 
and figures, it is well to note that in the 
past ten years three branch libraries have 
been added to the system and a fourth 
one will be established soon. A bookmo- 
bile has been placed in operation to pro- 
vide service to rural areas of the county. 

The Library’s 1939 budget was $130,- 
000. This year it is $340,000. As Miss 


Hinton pointed out, however, this seem- 
ingly huge increase is more apparent than 
real, due to the shrinking purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar. 

Perhaps the most significant indication 
that the Library, under her capable direc- 
tion, is keeping pace with the city’s prog- 
ress was Miss Hinton’s report that the 
book collection had increased from 210,- 
000 volumes in 1939 to 330,000 at present. 

These advances, representing a few 
of those that have marked Miss Hinton’s 
tenure, certainly are rooted in the Libra- 
rian’s own vision and energy. She has 
had, of course, the co-operation of the 
Board of Trustees because the Board has 
complete faith in her ability and fore- 
sight.

You Go Look 
At Housing Tensions 


I went out in a car and had a look at some 
of the housing areas where tensions have been 
produced by the meeting of white and colored 
owners and renters. You complete such a survey with a deep 
feeling of sympathy for all involved. 

It is not a new trouble. 

In Chicago, Detroit, St. Louis and New York there have been 
small and large riots. In Chicago and Detroit there have been 
some killings. | 

The problem is more acute in the South than elsewhere, but 
we have no killings and-we have no riots. You find yourself say- 
ing, “Pray God we won't.” Riots don’t settle anything. But there 
is always some foolish hothead who wants to do something vio- 
lent—who gets up at meetings and rants and threatens. 

The South, with the most pressure, has had no housing violence 
to match that in other regions, including far-away California. 

We can avoid them if we work at it. 

The idea of committees is a good one. It removes the problem 
from one of rumor and anger and makes of it one to be talked out. 


Solution There isn’t any ready solution. The two races can 

meet and make agreements about not selling or cross- 
ing designated streets. This helps. It slows down the sales and 
rentals. 

But that won’t stop them for more than a time. 

The answer is found in the building permits. They reveal that 
of all the building that has gone up since the war, only about three 
percent of it has been for Negroes. They are desperate for hous- 
ing. The reason there hasn’t been more Negro housing is the same 
reason that there hasn’t been low rental and low sale-cost housing 
for white persons. Housing costs of labor and materials have been 
too great to allow row rents and sale costs. 


Em ties That is why we have empty houses now for sale in 
p the $10,000 to $25,000 class. That is why apartments, 
in some of the newly completed housing projects (with 90 percent 
Government loans), have reduced rents from $85 down to $59 and 
still have empty units. 

The real housing needs have not been touched. 

There is still an almost explosive pressure from low-income peo- 
ples of both races to have housing. Our people, white and colored, 


have been wonderfully patient. 
Sales So, agreements are made. But after awhile a white 
owner in a section where Negroes have moved in will 
get a chance to buy or he will build in another section. White 
persons are not interested in his old house. The owner’s property 
has declined in value if offered to a white person. But, ironically, 
if offered to a Negro it has increased in value, sometimes as much 
as 50 percent. So after awhile he can’t resist the chance to get 
$7,500 for a house in which he has lived for 10 or so years and 
for which he paid $5,000. After a struggle with his conscience and 
after weighing what his white neighbors will call him, he breaks 
his word and agreement not to sell to a Negro and does sell. 

The Negro moves in to be met with the frustrated fury and 
bitter resentment of the white persons who remain in the block. Their 
position is easily understood. They have spent vears in their 
homes. They have made gardens and planted flowers. They don’t 
want to move. In a few such areas there are a few who have 
stuck it out. They have found the Negroes better neighbors than 
some of the white persons who were in some of the low-rental 
slum houses that develop in old neighborhoods and which finally 
descend to a sort of Tobacco Road status. These also plague the 
settled white home owners. But, in the main. the Negro doesn’t 
want to live in a white neighborhood any more than a white person 
likes being in a colored one. So, within a few years the process 
makes the community an all-colored one. 

Who, or what, is to blame? 


Blame? Certainly the white person objecting isn’t to blame. 
. He has not contributed to the tension. And as as- 
suredly the Negro isn’t to blame. He bought in good faith from 
a white man. The blame lies in our failure to solve the rea] hous- 
ing problem—the one that is explosively desperate. 

It is one of those situations which only development of Negro 
and white residential sections will solve. There again the problem 
is one of building at a cost which will allow low rents and low 
sales. It won’t be eased soon. That’s the really bad truth about 
the situation. 

All that is possible is stopgap agreements made by committees. 
Let leaders in all such regions where the problem is growing take 
steps now to create such committees. Let ministers and cool- 
headed men who can see both sides act before tensions develop. 
We can do that. Agreements are the only answer for the present.

The Way of a Compromiser Is Hard 


WASHINGTON—The way of the compromiser is hard, even as is that of the transgressor. This is 
true especially when the issue involved is as complex and emotional as race relations, which is cur- 
rently before Congress and the nation in President Truman’s civil rights program. In witness thereof 
is the case of an earnest and sincere Southerner, Rep. Brooks Hays, Democrat, Arkansas, who has 
learned about the hard way of the compromiser since he proposed a compromise civil rights program 


a few days ago in a thoughtful speech to the House. 

Even the suggestion of a compromise on this 
issue is dangerous to a Southerner in public life. 
Mr. Hays gets no thanks from a large element in 
the South to which compromise represents a con- 
fession to which they refuse to subscribe. On the 
other hand, he does not go far enough to satisfy 
those committed to the whole Truman program. 
He expected from the latter a kind word, maybe 
a helping hand. But they have avoided him as 
studiously as the immovable Southern element. 


His proposals, however, have aroused in- 
terest among moderates on this issue, includ- 
ing some leaders in his party, who are swayed 
by his argument that it is better to get some- 
thing than nothing. It would not be sur- 
prising to see an attempt to work out a com- 
promise program that could bear the Demo- 
cratic label and attract enough border-line 
Democratic support, perhaps even among 
Southerners, to give it the substance of a 


party program. 


On civil rights legislation the House is not, 
of course, the problem. On several occasions in 
the past few years that body has passed both 
antilynching and antipoll-tax bills, though not 
under Democratic sponsorship, only to have them 
filibustered to death by Southerners in the Sen- 
ate. The House is certain to pass these two 
measures again, if given the opportunity, and 
might even go further on civil rights measures. 

The Democratic problem, politically, is to get 
Democratic sponsorship of a program because of 
President Truman’s position and that of the party 
as enunciated in its platform. That explains the 


interest in a compromise. It would be ideal to 
tpave it come from a Southerner. 


Rep. Hays’ compromise embodies four major 
points of controversy. 


On segregation, the chief stickler in the South, 
he would go no further than to do away with it 
in interstate movements which he says would 
require no Federal! legislation, since the Supreme 
Court already has established the principle in 
the Virginia bus case. That is as far as Presi- 
dent- Truman has gone specifically, though the 
report of the Civi] Rights Commission, which he 
indorsed in general, indicated broader action to 
outlaw secregation practices now followed in 
some States. 


The Arkansas Congressman suggests a con- 
stitutional amendment to abolish the poll tax, 
still in effect in seven Southern States, instead 
of a statute by Congress, which seems to be a 
tortuous and devious way to lift this restriction 
on the simple right of a free ballot as guaran- 
teed by the Constitution. 


On antilynching, he proposes a law that would 
permit intervention by the Federal Government, 
but only unless and until] it was shown that the 
State Attorney General and the Governor has 


exhibited “willful failure” in prosecuting. This 


is not only so vague as to be almost meaningless 
and useless, but would cause such delay that 
the Federal Government might be seriously handi- 
capped when finally permitted to act, as circum- 
stances in such cases make plain to anybody 
who understands them. 

Instead of a Federal Employment Practices 
Commission to handle discriminations in em- 
ployment on account of race, creed or color, 
Rep. Hays would set up a division in the Labor 
Department that would have consultative and 
advisory authority only.

Hendrickson condemned the secrecy on the ground that 
the American people should know in advance fully what they are 
being committed on. 

“The people of our country will have to live by these inter- 
nationalist commitments,” he said, “and they have every right to 
know what these commitments will be before they are agreed on. It 
will be the people who will have to pay off on these commitments, 
and it is only fair and proper that they should know what they 
are all about.” 


Incident Hendrickson cited a personal experience in the recent 
war as another reason for his strong opposition to 
secret international agreements. 

“As a staff officer in the Third U. S. Army,” he said, “I was 
Deputy Military Governor of Upper Austria. The people were very 
co-operative and we were making excellent progress in re-estab- 
lishing order and stability. But, suddenly, a rumor spread that 
we were to be booted out of Upper Austria to make way for the 
Russians. Secret negotiations in Washington, London and Mos- 
cow were behind this rumor. 

“The rumor proved to be true. We were told to get out. Imme- 
diately, chaos and turmoil] ensued. Thousands of families fled 
across the Danube to get out of the Soviet zone. Other thousands 
of DPs, whom we had concentrated in refugee camps, fled in all 
directions, clogging the highways and creating all sorts of prob- 
lems and difficulties. This situation arose directly out of these 
secret top-leve] agreements. In a small way this incident illus- 
trates what happens as a result of secret deals.” 

This outspoken criticism sooner or later may affect the bipartisan 


foreign policy itself.

Editor Constitution: (With apologies to a few 
swell attendants at Milledgeville State Hospital) 
I’d like to compliment the R. N. whose letter 
concerning the State Hospital was published in 
Wednesday’s Constitution. 

What the State Hospital needs is a complete 
overhauling and remodeling of personnel and 
routine. There are too many attendants there 
who are utterly inefficient and not enough edu- 
cated, patient, kind nurses with the desire to sée 
patients improve and cured. These attendants 
are placed in charge of whole wards, just be- 
cause they know the routine and can get the 
patients herded into the day room on time, re- 
gardless of their dislike for the overcrowded, 
hard benches and monotony of sitting all day 
with nothing to do. Oh, yes, they do have a 
form of occupational therapy (so-called), but the 
sad story is that only those patients who do 
nice work can take part (embroidering, cutwork, 
etc). This work is sold when it is finished, 
and some of it is perfectly beautiful. This is the 
first thing that puzzled me my first day on the 
ward: “Why don’t they have occupational ther- 
apy for the patients, instead of patients for occu- 
pational therapy?” 

No one knows until he has been among these 
people as yours truly was for three long, inter- 
esting, fascinating and depressing months, while 
affiliating for psychiatry, how nerve-racking it 
can be for helpless observers of such inhuman 
incidents as seeing a mentally ill person dragged 
down the corridor to the “blue room” (a bare, 
cement-walled den with a mattress thrown on 
the floor and sometimes not even a mattress), 
for arguing with an attendant about some minor 
thing, just following the law of self-preservation, 
perhaps. 
“If you don’t do this,” or “If you do that, I'l 
lock you in the ‘blue room.’” New patients soon 
learn the meaning of the “blue room” from fel- 
low inmates, and live in constant fear from then 
on. 

Another incident which shocked us students 
was seeing one of the prominent psychiatrists 
there slap a lady patient because she bit in half 
the tongue blade which he was using to examine 
her throat during a routine physica] examination. 

What can a few student nurses do among 
hundreds of pleading, mentally ill patients, with 
charge attendants over us and routine to be car- 
ried out? Nothing. So, at the end of the quarter, 
we left, glad it was over, but deep down feel- 
ing a sincere sympathy for the patients and hop- 
ing some day someone would get wise to the 


injustice and do something about it.

Word From a Teacher 


Editor Constitution: 1 am a schoolteacher. 
I do not profess to be the best teacher in the 
world, but I have the satisfaction of knowing 
that I diligently try. But the vital thing is this. 
There are hundreds of children in Georgia who 
attend schoo] under much greater handicaps than 
we like to admit. 

In some schools the teachers lack the neces- 
sary training to assure good teaching. Why? 
Well, even teachers must earn enough to fur- 
nish themselves with food and clothing. I am 
not speaking against the schools, because they ‘do 
the best that it is possible for them to do with 
the funds available. But no one should blame 
a young college graduate for leaving her home 
state for some neighboring state where she will 
be paid, in some cases, twice as much as she 
could earn in Georgia. 

Many schools do not have a sufficient num- 
ber of books to go around. In some schools 
there are 50 and 55 children in one room, which 
is certainly not a desirable condition. No teacher, 
no matter how hard she may work, can give 
50 children individual instruction, and that is 
what is absolutely necessary if the teaching is 
to be thorough. 

Schoo] buildings over the State, in many 
instances, are not well suited to house daily 
the children who fill it. Poor lighting, insuffi- 
cient heat in Winter, and an inadequate num- 
ber of exits in case of emergency are only a few 
of the hazards existing in our schools. 

Critical? Yes, I suppose I am. 

The home is a great institution, and should 
never be minimized. The church is an all-im- 
portant institution and should be looked upon 
as such. But so is the school an institution of 
intense significance. The child spends on an 
average of five and a half hours at school each 
day, for five days out of the week, for nine 
months out of every year. The influence of the 
school upon your child cannot be underestimated. 

Whether that influence is good or bad is an- 
other problem and will of necessity have to be 
determined by the adult citizens of our State. 
If this influence is bad, 20 years from now many 
older people will suffer greatly for their inertia 
and oversight. If this influence is good, 20 years 
from now your town, your State and your nation 
will reap a bountiful and an abundant harvest.

Perhaps this, then, is the time to tell the 
whole story of that Georgia boy. What I wrote 
before was true enough as far as it went, but 
then he was getting better; then he had a future; 
then it seemed that he might be only a few more 
months away from coming back to America and 
starting out in a new life. Too much of his 
story might have embarrassed him. I even kept 
his name out. There’s no need now. 


There isn’t any reason why Georgia shouldn’t 
know about the heroism of Ward Morehouse 
Bowyer from Savannah, where his father still 
lives. 

Ward had gone from Savannah to Canada to 
get into the last war—the one to save the world 
from Hitler, remember?—because the United 
States didn’t seem to be getting in quickly 
enough. He told my husband later that he had 
done this even though he hated war because he 
felt that his own nation had hesitated and argued 
too long; there was no avoiding the issue for 
him. In Canada he had joined the RAF. The 
RAF is a proud service, then as now, and no one 
but a perfect physical specimen can get in. That 
is what Ward was, blond and lithe and agile 
and quick-witted. His training to be a bomber 
pilot was almost finished when one night on 
about the last of his practice flights his plane 
caught fire over Wolverhampton. He brought it 
down all right and saved the lives of his crew 
at the cost of hideous burns, burns so bad that 
no one thought he could live. 


No one will now ever know just what the boy 
thought or felt as he got that burning bomber out 
of the sky, whether he thought he was being 
brave, whether he was trying to be or whether 
he was, as he himself said, doing no more than 
subconsciously carrying out the training he had 
been given. 


His heroism in those minutes may not 
matter; what did matter was the heroism 
of the rest of his life. For weeks he lay in 
the hospital swathed in bandages. He had 
no hands left, only ugly stumps of flesh 
where once there had been fingers. He had 
no nose, no ears, no lips, no eyelashes. But

...A holiday in Switzerland... we'll get you 
a job reading for a film company ... we'll raise 
your rank so that you’ll get more pay.” But 
always there was the next operation and the one 
after that and the one after that. 


When I saw him last Spring he had a 
lot of the worst behind him. I was the first 
person from his home State he had seen 
since his accident. He had known my hus- 
band well, so he was able to chat with me 
without too much embarrassment. But he 
hesitated before shaking hands, hesitated to 
look me in the eye, hesitated to pick up his 
glass of beer and take a drink. Always there 
was that hesitation. 


Last Autumn he was well enough to go to 
Cambridge University as a student under the 
British equivalent of the GI Bill of Rights. He 
adored that wonderful old town. He thought 
himself lucky—yes, that was the word he used— 
lucky to be able to get to study at one of the 
great universities of the world. After that and 
the remaining operations he was coming home 
to Georgia. 

Well, Ward won’t be coming home now. He 
went to sleep in Cambridge one night and just 
didn’t wake up.

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Mrs. Bivings 
Tells Spell of 
Guatemala 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


_ Orchids for five cents each— 
and the most expensive for 20 
cents and calla lilies for four 
cents a dozen, are some of the 
memorable facts which Mrs. Lee 
Bivings has inserted in her diary 
regarding her recent trip to 
' Guatemala. 

“The most exquisite orchid in 
the world,” is the description of 
the blossom known as “The 
White Nun,” which Mrs. Biv- 
,ings saw and which is the flow- 
er of Guatemala. The yellow 
and purple ones are exotic and 
beautiful, but cannot be com- 
pared with The White Nun, she 
says. 

One of the most interesting 
features of the trip was the visit 
to Chichicastenango, where on 
each Thursday and Sunday 
four to five thousand natives 
gather in their colorful and 
tribal costumes to trade at the 
market place and worship at the 
Cathedral. 

“It was like turning back the 
pages of history to the fifteenth 
century to see those natives 
kneeling before lighted candles 
on the steps of the Cathedral in 
worship,” she said yesterday. “It 
was a heathen ritual complete 
with a witch doctor. The tribes 
make the trip to market and to 
worship from where they live on 
Lake Atitlalan. Each tribe is 
named for one of the Twelve 
Apostles, and each has its own 
tongue and costume, and their 
mode of life has been unchanged 
since the fifteenth century. It is 
sharp contrast to the cosmopoli- 
tan way of life in Guatemala 
City, which is one of the most 
beautiful as well as one of the 
cleanest cities in the world. 
Streets are swept every hour 
on the hour.” 

Because of the extremely hot 
weather, the Atlantans were 
forced to “go native” in their 
dress with the result that they 
not only returned with sev- 
eral costumes—which they wore 
while there—but also good. coats 
of sunburn. They flew from 
New Orleans on their Central- 
American jaunt.

RCA Victor previewed seven-inch plastic records and a revo- 
lutionary player here last week with a confidence that within five 
years all records will be converted to this type of space-saving 


and distortion-free recording. 

Victor’s biggest competitor, 
Columbia, has a slightly differ- 
ent idea about long-playing rec- 
ords, and has already marketed 
a single 12-inch record which 
plays continuously for 45 min- 
utes—presenting an entire al- 
bum, In the popular field, Co- 
lumbia has a seven-inch record. 
But as yet, these small pops, 
while much better in tone qual 
ity than standard play, lack a 
means for automatic changing 
on the long arm players which 
are equipped to spin at 33 turns 
per minute. 

Victor will introduce both this 
mew type record and the new 
automatic player the latter part 
of March. 

This Player is revolutionary. 
It displaces less than 10 square 
inches and its mechanism is in 
an inch-plus center spool around 
which the six and seven-eights 
plastic records fit.

he new records by Victor 
play at 45 revolutions per min- 
ute—a speed their engineers say 
prevents distortion. The plastics 
are grooved only on the outer 
edge, thus eliminating distor- 
tion usually found as the needle 
reaches the inner circle of a 
record, Victor maintains. 

The new plastics come in 
seven colors to readily designate 
the type music g¢each records, 
such as classic, hillbilly, popu- 
lar, blues, and so on. The cen- 
ter of the records is raised to 
prevent the grooved areas rub- 
bing. They require. the new 
Player, but the player can be 
attached to any radio. New RCA 
Victor sets have the conven- 
tional standard plavers and the 
new 45 r.p.m. players built in. 
As long as demanded, Victor 
Says conventional records will 
continue to be waxed. 

From the public. view, it is 
going to be quite confusing to 
have to add still another type 
player to the home set which 
already has a standard player 
and the Columbia 33 r.p.m. 
long-player. Now comes a revo- 
lutionary new player (it looks 
not unlike a modern artist 
might interpret the old-fash- 
ioned coffee grinder) which 
plays an odd little plastic rec- 
ord with a big hole in the cen- 
ter. All of us will be glad to see 
the innovations standardized. 

And another new note: Victor 
has a new and interesting high 
frequency player which really 
gets the symphonic tones from 
their new little records.

III) sung in German by Ljuba 
Welitch, soprano, accompanied 
by the Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Walter Susskind—

It is an emotional soprano that

In 1778, Wolfgang Mozart had 
reached the flower of his ma- 
turity. No longer a child prodigy 
(his concerts before the crowned 
heads of Europe before he had 
reached the age of six had 
earned him the sobriquet “The 
Little Magician’), Mozart faced 
the problem of financial inde- 
pendence. He was 22 and his 
music was his only resource. 

It was at this time that he 
composed his Sonata No. 12 in 
F, K, 332, which has been 
pressed on three sides of RCA 
Victor’s Album DM 1284 and 
flawlessly interpreted by Pianist 
Vladimar Horowitz. The sonata 
is fluid and pleasing to the ear, 
the theme typically tender in 
the best Mozart tradition. 

Side Four of this album is 
Johann Sebastian Bach’s Cho- 
rale Prelude: Nun komm’, Der 
‘Heiden Heiland (Come Redeem- 
er), in the Busoni piano arrange- 
ment, with Horowitz at the key- 
board. 

These are Red Seal records 
and the reproduction leaves 
nothing to be desired.—S. F. L.

Blackett’s summarizes a major part of his challenging book, for 
these words may be interpreted to mean that a surprise attack does 
not alone win a war, and that we do not understand, though Russia 
does, that even atomic bombs do not guarantee victory. 


The English author mistrusts 
us. And though his government 
rebuked him for it, his distin- 
guished work in nuclear phyaics 
and cosmic rays, which won him 
a Royal Academy medal, the 
American Medal of Merit and 
Sweden’s Nobel prize, entitles 
him to serious attention.

Here is a novel with a British 
infantry battalion as its “hero.” 
Yet the reader finds difficulty in 
believing it a novel. It unfolds 
more like a factual account of 
the infantryman’s participation 
in the invasion of Normandy. 

This is not to say that the 
story lacks narrative and plot. 
It contains both, meritoriously. 
It is to say, rather, that the au- 
thor, Alexander Baron, himself 
a private in the British Army in 
World: War II, has turned in a 
superb job in portraying the life 
of the foot soldier under fire. 

Here is depicted war as you 
are convinced it actually is. 
Here you are afforded, by the 
magic of Baron’s pen, or type 
writer, as it were, an insight 
into the mind of the infantry- 
man as he awaits and then en- 
gages in action. 

You are allowed to follow 
him from hedgerow to hedge 
row. You are allowed to slog 
along with him through mud. 
You feel his hunger, share his 
emotions. You pass a soldier 
friend, sitting in the _ sand, 
dazedly contemplating a bleed- 
ing stump. You pass on, expe- 
riencing no reaction. 

Baron’s novel is Britain’s best- 
selling story of the war. It now 
enters literary competition here. 
Undoubtedly it will give a good 
account of itself.

Katherine Brewer is awakened in the morning by a telephone 
call from the maid who is ill and can’t come to work; she gets the 
mail; does a quick tidying job on the living room; starts to cook 
breakfast for her husband, Judge John Brewer; finds him in pain 
in their room; calls the doctor and, alone, watches him die. 


If it is the end for John, it 
is for her, too, she realizes, re- 
viewing with inconsolable grief 
the irrecoverable happiness of 
her married life. She has a son 
and a daughter, both nearing 
marriageable age and both long- 
ing for some happiness of their 
own before World War II balks 
their desires. She has friends 


whose sincerest consolation is no © 


compensation for her loss. 

Here she is, about 40, with a 
little money, but not enough, 
and she must decide whether 
life still holds any attraction for 
her. At the start it does not 
seem to; grief possesses her fully 
and though the family doctor 
acknowledges the intensity of 
her grief and even defines it as 
a sort of disease, she can do lit- 
tle to overcome it.

Vaccine Saved Army

Was George Washington vaccinated for smallpox? 


George Washington was never vaccinated. It wasn’t until 
1798 that Edward Jenner, British physician, introduced inocue 
lation with cowpox (“vacca” means cow), and thus made 
vaccination safe and easy. Although it was never shown in 
his portraits, George Washington’s face was pitted from pock- 
marks from the time he contracted smallpox in his youth. Our 
War for Independence was threatened in 1776 when smallpox 
ravished the Continental Army. The disease did more harm 
than the British. Washington saved the day by having the 
entire army inoculated with smallpox serum. The disease 
Was wiped out in a few weeks. 


What does a starfish eat? 


A starfish eats clams and oysters, in and out of season. He 
opens the oysters by the strategic use of force. The underside 
of the five arms of the starfish is covered with hundreds of 
tiny suction tubes. These are used as feet and in attacking 
oysters and clams. When the starfish strikes, it attaches its 
arms by suction to opposite sides of the shell. The oyster 
clamps it shell shut with a powerful muscle. But the starfish 
continues to exert a pulling force, using and resting its rows 
of suction-tube “feet” in relays. Eventually the oyster tires 
and its muscle relaxes and the shell opens. The starfish then 
inserts its prehensile stomach and digests the oyster.

OPS (LLOYD M2 TATE knew a born horse- 
p woman when he saw one, even if she was 
only four years old.

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ALIMONY PROBLEM 


Of the Lhrifty Taxpayer

T couldn’t happen to you—if you're happily 
married. In that case, you need not fear that 
you'll ever be ordered in a divorce court to 
turn over half your income to an estranged wife. 

But what happened to William J. Mitchell, 
of Chicago, when he found himself the defendant 
in a separate maintenance suit might happen to 
thousands of other men whose marriages have 
failed, if Mitchell's case becomes an established 
precedent. ae 

= 


It- started, really, when Mitchell heard about 
the community property provision in the new 
income tax law. It looked like a‘profitable ar- 
rangement to Mitchell—as it leoked to a few 
million qther husbands, 


Mitchell, a Chicago builder, had been having- 


a little trouble at home, but he didn’t worry 
about that when he was thinking of income 
taxes. He was making $5,512 a year—and ‘he 
found out that the community property law 
would save him money. 

The community property provision enabled 
him and his wife to make a joint return, just 
as though‘each had received.half of his income 
—$2,756. 

A little figuring showed that if he made a 
single return, reporting all of his income him- 
self, about a thousand dollars of his taxable in- 
come would be irf the 22 per cent bracket. On 
the other hand, in a community property return, 
both halves would be in the -lowest bracket— 
20 per cent. 

A community property return-would Save 
him a little money—perhaps $20. But even $20 
isn’t to be sneezed at these days. ths: 

The law didn’t say that his wife actually 
owned half of his income. It wasn’t the same 
as the situation in 
some A3 so-called 
‘community prop- 
erty’? states — states 
like California — in 
which, by state law, 
the wife actually does 
own half of her hus- 
bahad’s income. _Lili- 
nois wasn’t a commu- 
nity property state, 

No — the federal 
law was just a tax 
convenience, passed 
to give people living 
outside those 13 
community property 
states the same tax 
advantage that those 


living within them 
got. 

It seemed like a 
just provision CO 
Mitchell—and he pre- 
pared a. revised in- 
come tax estimate 


for 1948, taking ad- 
vantage of the new 
law. 

That done, he vut 
his income tax prob- 
lems out of his mind. 
He had more press- 
ing things to occupy 
his attention. 

On June 18, 1948, 
his wife, Kathryn, 
sued for separate 
maintenance, charging him with “cruel and in- 
human treatment.” On Sunday, June 13, she 
said, he struck her, and she had him arrested. 
He was brought: before a police court, and or- 
dered to stay away from his wife for 30 days— 
during which time he was ordered not to molest 
her in any way. ‘ 

A conference between Mitchell, his wife, and 
their attorneys followed. After that, Kathryn 
filed an amended complaint, asking for a divorce 
and the custody of their three-year-old son, Wil- 
liam J. Mitchell, Jr. 

Her amended suit for divorce was brought 
before Judge Joseph Sabath in Chicago. During 
July, Judge Sabath set it for hearing three dif- 
ferent times—and each time postponed it, be- 
cause Mitchell was pleading with his wife to 
drop her suit, and return to him.

Her lawyers, Joseph H. and Norman Becker, 
explained: 

“Mr. Mitchell was promising to mend the 
error of his ways, and to be a good and dutiful 
husband. His relatives, including his sister, 
called upon her, and begged her until the early 
hours of the morning not to obtain the divorce, 
but to go back to her husband, for the good of 
their’ child.” | 

Kathryn relented, and on July 30 she dismissed 
her separate maintenance and divorce actions. 

But things didn’t work out well, and on No- 
vember 23 Kathryn was back in court, with a 
new suit for separate maintenance. She said 
that she had been forced to leave their home on 
November 21 because her husband had once 
again been guilty of “cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment,”’ that he had caused her “great suffer- 
ing, pain and anguish,” and had threatened to 
inflict bodily harm, :

Desort. On November 29, Kathryn appeared to 
ask for temporary alimony and money for the 
support of their son. Mitchell didn’t appear— 
his lawyer explaining that he had gone to Cali- 
fornia, but that he would be back in about ten 
days. It appeared, however, that he didn’t intend 
to contest his wife’s suit. 

By that time he may have forgotten all about 
that income tax estimate he’d prepared under 
the new community property provisions of the 
income tax law. Kathryn’s attorneys, however, 
hadn’t forgotten. 

“Your honor,” Joseph Becker said, “‘this de- 
fendant is making $106 a week. To take advan- 
tage of the new income tax law, he declared his 
wife to be his full partner, entitled to half his 
income. He did this voluntarily, and the court 
must assume it was done in good faith. I believe 


this court should recognize her partnership—and 
award her half his income.”’ 

Judge Desort listened—and agreed. He en- 
tered a temporary order, pending final disposi- 
tion of her separate maintenance suit, granting 
her custody of her son and a full half of her 
husband’s income, | 

“This case,” Judge Desort said, “may set a 
precedent for husbands who file under the new 
community property law: It seems. entirely 
proper that a husband who files a joint return 
should assign half his earnings to his wife in 
the event of a separation.” 

If the court order should stand in subse- 

quent years, Mitchell would deduct his alimony 
—half his income, when making his tax returns. 
He would also deduct his personal exemption of 
$600, plus 10% for expenses, and—if his income 
remained the same as in 1948—pay a tax of 
about $312 on his taxable income of $1,881. 
. Kathryn would report her half, $2,756, less 
exemptions of $1,200 for herself. and her son,” 
and less 10% deduction for. expenses, and 
pay a tax of $212. She would also support their 
son out of her share. 

“The may greatly. increase the.rights 
of women,” Joseph Becker said. “It is also 
likely that many men may be careful, in the 
future, before they file under the community 
property provision,”

HEY had never been in‘a bank before. 

T They walked into the. Five-Cént Sav- 

ings Bank in Boston timidly .and tremu- 
lously—scarcely more than a boy and girl— 
hands clasped for mutual assurance. 

It was the girl who spoke to the bank guard. 

“Please,” she said. ‘“‘We’ve got some money, 
and we want the bank to keep it for us.” 

The guard looked at them—their inexpensive 
but neat clothes, their bright eyes, their hesitant 
glances—and directed them to a minor officer 
of the bank. Again it was the girl who talked, 
while her. young husband stood tongue-tied, 
crushing his hat in his hands. The bank’s officer 
said they’d be glad to open an account. How 
much did the young couple want to deposit? 

“Oh,” she said, “it’s a lot—an awful lot.” 
Her hand reached into her plain purse, and 
tremblingly drew out a check. She almost whis-

An elderly woman who ran a boarding house 
in Boston’s South End had accumulated an ac- 
count of more than $7,500 in a Boston bank be- 
fore she retired in 1901. For 20 years she never 
visited the bank—and at the end of that time, 
unable to get in touch with her, the bank adver- 
tised her account as unclaimed. 

The little old lady saw the advertisement, 
and called the bank indignantly. 

“It’s an outrage, listing my account as un- 
claimed,” she protested. 

“But, madam,” the bank’s assistant treas- 
urer replied, “it’s been 20 years since we heard 
from you.” 

‘‘Twenty years?” she retorted. ‘Young man, 
all I ask you to do is to keep my money for me. 
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Now you take my account of. the unclaimed list 
immediately.” 

The bank did so. Twenty more years passed 
—and again the bank sought out the little old 
lady. They found she had moved to a Souther 
state. Her friends had lost touch with her and 
she could not be found. After 30 years the bank 
assumed she must have died. Unable to find any 
relatives, the bank transferred the money to the 
Massachusetts surplus fund. 


ISS DORCAS CAMPBELL, young executive 
in charge of dormant accounts in New York 
City’s East River Savings Bank, had another, 
and more embarrassing, experience. For months, 


she had been trying to locate a man,who had» 


made a deposit in the bank years before, and 
had apparently forgotten about it. SHe was 
amazed, one morning, to find him before her 
desk, in a towering rage. 

‘Young woman,” he demanded, “what does 
this bank mean, putting my name in the paper, 


sending letters to my friends, and stirring up” 


a fuss? Of course, I’ve got an account here. 
I've had it for years. My office is right. across 
the street—I pass this bank every day, and if 
I wart any atiention from you, I'll ask for it.” 
Those, however, are the rare occasions. -Far 
more often an account unclaimed for years will 
never be claimed, the banks have found. 
There was the account of the young man 
who rushed into a Boston bank just before 
closing time one afternoon in 1898, during 
‘the Spanish-American War. : 
“I just cleaned up $9,206 in a dice 
game,” he said. “I’m leaving with the 
army tomorrow, and I want this to be 
safe until I come back.” 

He never came back—the bank 
thinks he may have been killed in 
action—and no heirs or claimants 

have been found. In 30 years, 

his deposit had grown to 
$15,729.60. 

In 1913, a man deposit- 
ed $5,000 in a _ Boston 

bank in the name of a 

young woman. 
‘ “She was married 
today,” he said. “She 
and her-tusband are 
nry closest friends.” 
But the money was 
never claimed. The 
bank can only think 
that the generous donor 
forgot to tell his friends 
a of his gift, and may have 
; wondered why they never 
' thanked him. 
New York City’s unclaimed $25,- 
000,000 fortune is only a small part of the many 
milligns. held in the New York City treasury 
with Me notation, “No will, no known heirs.” 
The $25,000,000 estate was left by Mary 
Bullock Powers—one of the strangest figures 
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For 26 years she lived 
a room from 


in New York’s history. 
alone in a midtown hatel room 
which she seldom, if ever, stirred. 

Once a day a waiter brought her a single 
meal. Four times a year the hotel manager 
collected the rent on her $30-a-day suite; once a 
year her doctor called. She had no other con- 
tact with the world—no known friends, no radio, 
no newspapers. On her death last July the 
Public Administrator ordered a_ world - wide 
search for heirs: One man appeared—,but it was 
ruled that he failed to prove his relationship. 

Every year thousands of New Yorkers die, 
apparently without friends, leaving a little 
money but no will or family record. 

Nestor Fernlein, a quiet little metal polisher, 
died in a cheap boarding house—leaving behind 
$8,700—but not a clue to his next of kin. Ed- 
ward J° Donaghy, a shiprigger, left $17,500 on 
his death—but all that was known of him was 
that he was born in 1887 of Irish parents, Peter 
and Mary Keaskin Donaghy, and that a. cousin 
once lived on New York City’s East Side. 

There is $20,000 awaiting the next of kin of 


William E. DeLong, who once lived in Brook- 


lyn, and $36,000 for the disappointed heirs of 
Mrs. H. A. Campbell, who lived both in San 
Diego. and New York City. On her death, heirs 
appeared, searched her house in a vain hunt 
for valuables—and vanished. Later, when the 
money was found, the heirs could not be located.

Some- 
times the search is successful. 

There was. the case of Nora Flaherty, who 
had only memories of.her fireman husband and 
his pension when officers of New York’s Public 
Administrator’s office rapped’ on Kier door. 

Was she the widow of Michael Flaherty, 
fireman, whose father, James, came to this coun- 
try from Ireland in 1863? She was. Did she 
recall her husband mentioning a cousin, Mary 
Kennedy? She did, faintly. 

' Mary Kennedy, a charwoman, had died in 


‘ Ireland 27 months before. She had saved her 


wages, penny by penny, until her fortune 
amounted, at her death, to $12,000. Two cousins, 


‘one living in Long Island, another in Ireland, 


appeared as heirs. But the Public Administrator 
heard, vaguely, of other cousins. One he traced 
to Australia, the other to Nora Flaherty’s small 
tenement. Nora shared one-fourth of the estate. 


FTEN the search for unknown heirs makes as 

fascinating a story as any fictional mystery 
tale. There was, for instance, the case of the 
elderly man found dead, his body slumped in a 
chair in his Worcester, Mass., home. Beneath 
the chair was a strong box, ns acne E securities 
valued at more than $150,000. 

He was Charles R. Spinney. His only known 
relatives were wealthy and distantly related. 
But 50 miles away, Milton Altshuler, operator 
of a Boston genealogical service, read of the 


. death and became imterested. 


After a long search through New England 
records, he found the death record of Spinney’s 
grandmother. It led him to an old cemetery in 
New Hampshire. The caretaker, bent and 
wrinkled with years, recalled Spinney. 

‘Used to come to fhe cemetery with a little 
girl,” the caretaker said. “Called her his 
niece. Reckon her name was Doris Stead- 
man, from Hartford.” 

What Hartford? There were at least 
18 Hartfords in the United States. 
Altshuler guessed Hartford, Conn. Old 
directories Showed she had once 
lived there; had married and moved 
away. “He traced her to Mem- 
phis, Tenn. Her husband had 
been killed in the war. .She and 
her two small children were 
desperately poor—-and the 
$150,000 fortune from. an 
uncle she had forgotten 


Often the search for missing heirs must fol- 
low a faint, baffling trail from coast to coast—- 
sometimes, indeed, into foreign countries. 

The brothers William and Karl Sneiber of 
Portland, Me., left $55,000 when they were killed 
in an automobile accident in April, 1937. Their 
administrator could locate no kin, but. a friend 
appealed to Altshuler. 

He learned they were sons of Henry and 
Catherine Sneiber, who also had two daughters 
and another son. By 1927, only the brothers 
William and Karl were alive. None of the 
Sneiber children had married. Altshuler heard 
uncertain stories of an aunt who lived in Cleve- 
land. A check of Cleveland city directories re- 
vealed one Henry Sneiber, an uncle. He had 
died, but his grandchildren were living on the 
West Coast. None of them, five in all, knew of 
the fortune——all had forgotten about their dis- 
tant relatives, William and Karl Sneiber. They 
shared the estate. 

But for every case in which claimants to for-

thousands —- are never located.

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three of America’s cities—Boston, Chicago and 
New York. 

Investigators know that there are other mil- 
lions lying unclaimed in every state, in almost 
every city and town. In thousands of. homes 
from coast to coast, men and women are living 
today who are heirs to estates of relatives they 
have forgotten—the fortunes of persons whose 
very names they may never have heard. 

Fantastic? That’s what Nora Flaherty would 
have said before the Public Administrator called 
to give her her share of a $12,000 estate. That’s 
what the heirs of William and Karl Sneiber 
would have thought before they were ‘traced 
and awarded $55,000 ‘from remote cousins of 
whose existence they never dreamed. .

WY at my baby be a boy, or will it be a 
girl? 

That is the question every expectant 
mother asks. Until recently her guess was as 
good as anybody’s. 

However, a new scientific test has been de- 
vised which promises to remove the guesswork 
and may establish the sex of a child as early as 
five months before birth. 

The test was originally developed before the 
war in Europe, where forecasts made with it 
were about 90 per cent accurate. 

Since then, Dr. H. E. Nieburgs of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Medical College and two of 
his colleagues, Drs. Robert G. Greenblatt and 
Herbert Kupperman, have continued the work at 
the pre-natal clinic of the University Hospital 
at Augusta, Ga. 

The key to the new test lies in the nature 
of the hormones-secreted into the blood stream 
by the pituitary gland, the master gland of the 
body. Although it is one of the smallest glands 
in the body and located in the middle of the 
head, the pituitary exerts a strong control’ over 
all the glands of the body. s 

Two of the hormones it secretes that affect 
the reproductive glands are the follicle-stimulat- 
ing hormone, called FSH, and the luteinizing

hormone called LH. The observers noted that 
when the blood of an expectant mother was high 
in the LH and low in FSH the child was usually 
a boy. In the reverse situation, it was usually 
a girl. 

The problem is to determine which hormone 
has the greater concentration. In practice, this 
is a rather complicated procedure and is done 
by taking a small sample of the mother’s blood. 
This is centrifuged-——-whirled at high speed in a 
device like a cream separator to divide the 
plasma from the serum. The serum, containing 
the hormones, is diluted and injectedeat intervals 
into mice. 

After a number of injections extending over 
three days the relative amounts of the FSH and 
LH present in the mice can be determined. 

In the experiment at the University Hospital 
in Augusta, Ga., 35 women in early stages of 
expectant motherhood gave blood samples for 
the test. Forecasts had accuracy of almost 80 
per cent. While the results were not perfect, 
nor as good as those in Europe, farther research 
is being carried on to make the test more 
reliable. The doctors hope to improve the test 
and make it available to all .physicians. 

Until this new work, the prediction of the 
sex of unborn babies had long been a fertile 
field for all types of quacks and for anyone 
willing to take a chance on an even money bet. 

A few years ago a Chicago “practitioner, 
who claimed to be a physiciah, worked a lucra- 
tive racket until he was apprehended by the 
authorities. He’d- predict the sex of the baby, 
months before birth, for a fee of $10. HoWever, 
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if he was wrong, he’d generously return the fee. 
Although it would seem that anyane could detect 
the obvious fraud, hundreds of gullible persons 
were ‘“‘taken in” before he was exposed. 

Many people still believe in the old wives’ 
tales that boys are more active in the prenatal 
state than girls. There are some that claim 
that an infallible test to determine sex is to tie a 
wedding ring to a string anm@ suspend it above 
the expectant mother. Because you can’t hold 
your hand perfectly still, the ring will either 
swing in circles or go back and forth in a 
straight line. The circular movement was sup- 


posedly a sure sign that the baby would be a 


boy—the straight line movement, a girl. 
Naturally, such methods of making prediec- 
tions have no merit whatever and are discounted 
as meaningless by the medieal profession. 
The sex of a child is determined at the 
moment of conception. There is nothing known 
now that can alter the purely mathematieal 
chance of whether or not it will be a boy or girl. 
Oddly enough the faculty to determine sex 
is vested solely in the male. The male cells 
have two types of chromosomes called X and Y. 
The female has just the ‘X type. If the X chro-

mosome from the female and the Y from the 
male are ufiited, the child will be a boy. An X 
chromosome from the female and an X chro- 
mosome from the male will produce a girl if 
united. Since the X and Y chromosomes in the 
male are present in about equal numbers, the 
chances for either sex are about even. 

If a recent suggestion made by Dr. E. New- 
ton Harvey, a biologist of Princeton University, 
is carried out, the above ratio may be altered. 

The Princeton professor suggests that since 
the male cells that contain the X chromosome 
are slightly heavier than those that contain the 
Y, it may be possible to separate them. This 
might be done by whirling them at terrific rates 
of speed in ultra-centrifuges. Then by taking 
the fraction that contained either the maie or 
female determining chromosomes, and_ using 
them fof artificial insemination, the desired sex ” 
might be obtained. 

Centrifuges powerful enough to separate the 
X and Y chromosomes have already been built, 
but as far as is known at this writing, no one 
has as yet used one for that purpose. 

’ If the method of sex determination suggested 
by Professor Harvey should ever. be perfected it 
would obviously be of great importance in the 
fields of cattle and poultry breeding. By alter- 
ing the ratio between sexes, so that females 
would predominate, it would considerably in- 
crease food supplies. .

HE two out-of-town businessmen were feel-

with Cy Hyde, multimillionaire Bostonian, they

A policeman roared.alongside on his 
motorcycle, waved them to the curb, and said: 
“You're doing 50. Let’S see your driver's 
license,” sh , “ee: 

The driver ‘reached for his license, looked

“Haven't I saen you before?’’. he asked. 

“Of course,’sssaid the ‘policeman. “I’m Cy

Cy Hyde it was—-Bostonian by birth, many 
times a millionaire by inheritance and a cop— 
an honest, beat-pounding, $40-a-week cop—by 
choice, for 22 years. ; 

The two businessmen thought it was a joke, 
at fifst. But there was no nonsense about Cy 
Hyde when he was in uniform—and no non- 
sense, either, about the ticket he gave them 
that night. 
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=elders would nod patiently, and forget it. 
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It started when Cy Hyde was a small boy. 
“I’m going to be a street car motorman, and 
a soldier—and a cop,” he used to say. His 
Those 
were normal ambitions for any American boy, 
and he’d outgrow them, of course. 

Wasn't he the only son of one of Boston's 
wealthiest families—a family which at one time 
owned most of what is now Hyde Park, large 
section of Boston; of Hyde Square, part of 
Jamaic& Plain, Boston, and a brewing company? 
‘ Cy’s mother was flabbergasted when the: lad, 
who was born April 1, 1886, quit BoSton English 
High School after his freshman year because 
he wanted to goon the stage. 

“Absolutely not,” she said. * 

Well—tthe stage was out. But his mother 
was even more upset when, after he had waited 
a few years, he got a job as motorman with the 
Worcester Consolidated Street Railway Co. and, 
later, with the Boston Elevated Railroad. 

“When I said I-wanted to be a motorman, I 
meant it,”’ he explained. Furthermore, he was 
proud of his job, which he got all by himself, 
without the aid of his family. Few, if any, of 
his fellow workers knew he was heir to a

He arrested the first jaywalkers to

multimillionaire. It took them a while to get 

used to the idea. He’d always been known to 
them just as a good guy and a good cop. Once, 
at a masked ball, Boston society thought it was 

“amusing” when Cy Hyde appeared “disguised” 

as a policeman. Only a few knew the uniform 

was his own, 


For a time Cy Hyde tried to confine himself 
to the affairs of his estate. But he couldn’t stand 
inactivity, and on his 57th -birthday, he pur- 
chased the Hotel Touraine, a 288-ro6m landmark 
opposite Boston Common.

The Coroner Said Her 
Death Was Caused by 
“Heart Failure,” but 
_He Didn't Know of the 


Many Other Failures 
in Her Life 
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By Charles Renshaw, Jr. 


T WAS the kind of night England’s famed 
highwayman, Dick Turpin, would have loved; 
bleak and moonless, with a bone-chilling fog 

seeping in through the doors and windows of the 
cottage. 

The owner of the dwelling, blond, 49-year- 
old Princess Marie Paul Troubetzkoy, was alone 
in the living reom working on a manuscript deal- 
ing with some of the past experiences of her life. 
On the table beside her stood a liquor bottle, its 
contents almost gone. Stale cigarette butts and 
discarded pieces of paper were strewn about her. 

Absorbed in what she was writing, the comely 
ex-actress failed to notice that one of her shoes 
had slipped off. Time after time, she turned to 
the bottle of liquor, until she had drained it. 

Then, slowly anda bit unsteadily, she walked 
to the front door and stepped outside. Staring 
into the damp blackness, she could see her other 
house, called “Dick Turpin’s Cottage,”’ near by.

wavering footsteps carried her recently through 
the raw night toward a fatal rendezvous. 

But judging by her mood, as shown by what 
she had just written, her thoughts probabiy ran 
backward over the years, over the frustrations 
and disappointments of a lifetime. 

Born in Dublin, the daughter of a British 
army captain, ghe had once been carefree. Charm 
and beauty were hers by birth. Early in her 
teens she decided on a theatrical career. Aban- 
doning her real name of Rhoda Muriel Marie 
Boddam, she became Gay Desmond, and played 
the lead in a touring musical revue. 

That was her first encounter with failure. 
For despite her beauty, she lacked stage person- 
ality, and her singing voice wads too thin, 

Rebuffed in her aspirations for stardom, she 
clutched at the next best alternative. With the 
help of an influential friend, she obtained small 
parts for several years in the London revues of 
Andre Charlot. But that was meager compensa-

tion for one who had dreamed of seeing her 
name emblazoned on theatre marquees. 

Failure followed her even into her private 
life. Her first marriage, to James Somervell, 
was unsuccessful and ended in divorce. That 
was failure number two. 

Then, for a short time, it appeared that her 
luck might take a happier turn. She fell in love 
with the renowned Russian-American sculptor, 
Prince Paul Troubetzkoy, and under. his sympa- 
thetie tutelage began to study sculpture. 

Troubetzkoy, who trained wolves as a hobby, 
had had samples of his work displayed in nearly 
all the major museums of America .and Europe, 
Tall and patrician in his bearing, the handsome 
prince was described by George Bernard Shaw as 
the ‘‘most extraordinary and forceful sculptor” 
he had ever seen. 

Though Troubdetzkoy was 65 and Gay but 32, 
he took an immediate fancy to her, and in 1931 
the couple were married. Here at last, it seemed, 
the blond ex-actress had happiness within her 
grasp. But again it proved an illusion. 

Within a few weeks after their 
wedding, they quarreled and sep- 
arated. TroubetzkKoy returned to 
his villain Italy where he remained 
until his death in 1938. Gay stayed 
in England. 

That was failure number three. 

There followed a period in the 
princess’ life during which she ap- 
pears to have cast about in search 
of happiness. A writer of some tal- 
ent, she produced a number of 
books and wrote for magazines 
and newspapers. However, misfor- 
tune dogged her steps. For one of 
her books, ‘Storm Tarn,” was 
banned in Ireland in 1933. 

In 1935, she caused considerable 
comment by purchasing a green 
and black trailer constructed in the 
shape of a yacht. In it, she traveled 
throughout Europe and England. 
Between trips, she maintained a 
lavish London apartment. 

But still happiness seemed to 
elude her. 

Two years later, in 1937, seek- 
ing another outlet for her energies, 
she launched the biggest venture 
she had yet undertaken. After 
raising more than $160,000 capital, 
she began buying up land around 
Iver, a town some 30 miles from London, with 
the intention of starting a residential community 
for British movie stars comparable to Holly- 
wood’s* Beverly Hills. 

Despite her elaborate plans, the film colony 
never materialized. World War II brought eco- 
nomic conditions that were not favorable for 
building expensive residential communities. 
Again the princess saw a dream dissolve. That 
was failure number four. 

With her energies exhausted and her spirit 
broken, she turned to drink. Living alternately 
in her “Dick Turpin’s Cottage’. near Iver and in 
her next door residence, ‘Pine Cottage,” she 
spent much of her time in solitude. Her bills 
for liquor and car rentals reportedly totalled as 
much as $400 a week. 

Though once considered to have a comfort- 
able income, she was now forced to live off 
capital. Last fall one of her checks was returned 
because of insufficient funds. Several days later 
her servants walked out. 

Then one morning a few weeks ago, the door 
of Pine Cottage was found open, the hall lights 
ablaze. 3 

A short distance away, between Pine Cottage 
and Dick Turpin’s Cottage, the princess’ lifeless 
body was discovered beside a rock. 


Her head had been injured in an accidental 
fall. Near her lay a green handkerchief and one 
of her shoes. The other shoe was in the cottage. 
Her stockinged feet were covered with mud. An 
autopsy revealed she had been under the influ- 
ence of liquor at the time of her death, some five 
hours before she was found. Alone and befuddled 
as she wandered through the fog-bound night, 
she apparently had been unable to help herself 
when she fell. 

The coroner’s verdict, delivered two weeks 
later, gave .as the cause of her death, “heart 
failure due to exposure.” -

The end of World War II found Bugsy Siegel 
bitten with the bug of ambition. His hard, bright 
eyes turned east from California to Nevada and 
he decided to build and operate a combination 
hotel and gambling casino at Las Vegas. 

“None of these flea boxes for me,” he de- 
clared. “It’ll be the biggest and best clip joint 
in the world.” 

So the Flamingo was built. Originally planned 
to cost some $2,000,000, the completed buildings 
and furnishings represented an investment of 
twice that amount. Bugsy the Builder was not 
only extravagant, he was impractical where 
legitimate operations were involved. 


OWARDS the end he was in debt. The con- 

tractor who finished the job was given two 
checks by Siegel. Both were returned; one for 
$100,000 was marked “payment stopped,” and 
one for $50,000 bore the stamp, “insufficient 
funds.” 

Even after its completion, Siegel refused to 
retrench. He imported big name entertainers 
from Hollywood, paying them as much as $10,- 
000 a week—and all they did was to keep 
players away from the gaming tables. 

The word was passed to members of the 
Syndicate in Chicago, New Orleans, New York 
and Miami: 

“We'got to take steps about Bugsy. He's 
costing too much of our money.” ~ 

A meeting was called and attended by five 
representatives of the Syndicate, including one 
designated by Lucky Luciano, dominating much 
of the underworld from Italy. 

Bugsy Siegel attended. He not only attended, 
he took charge. 

“Look, you guys,” he barked. “Let’s quit 
playing with peanuts. This is a big money 
proposition and we got to look at it that way.”

The meeting broke up with smiles and hand- 
shakes and Bugsy Siegel marched out to inform 
Virginia Hill that: 

“IT told those punks off. Our troubles are 
over. We'll never have another bad day.” 

But, in a hotel room in Chicago two days 
later, the five men met again, without Siegel. 
They talked, studied figures, used the telephone 
for long distance calls and reached the decision. 

Like the president of a corporation losing 
money for the stockholders, Siegel must leave. 
But not in the fashion of a departing corporation 
president. The underworld, particularly the 
Syndicate, doesn’t do business that. way. 

Bugsy Siegel was to die! 


IRGINIA HILL, through her numerous con- 

tacts, must have heard the death sentence 
within a day or two. At the height of one of her 
parties, she excused herself, took an overdose of 
sleeping pills. 

For a while it appeared that she, too, would 
die. But doctors pulled her through and Siegel, 
still confident and arrogant, weht to see her in 
the Clark County Hospital at Las Vegas on 
May 5, 1947. 

They held hands and whispered for a few 
minutes and then the mounting terror seized 
Virginia. 

“Get out!’’ she screamed. 
they kill you!” 

Bugsy Siegel stood up and flexed his muscles,

“Nuts!” he laughed. “I’m the killer. Re- 
member me?” 

Virginia Hill fled Las Vegas in the last week 
of May, 1947, paused in Chicago and then, 
escorted by Joe Epstein, commission agent and 
her long-time friend, continued on to New York. 
She left for Paris by plane on June 14, 1947, 
after. a tearful. telephone conversation with 
Siegel. She told him good-by. 

Siegel tarried in Las Vegas for a few days 
after his last telephone talk with Virginia and 
then went west—a comparatively young man at 
42-—-to Beverly Hills, Calif. 

“Going home, boys,” he. told the so-called 
smart set members he met in Hollywood on his 
arrival. ‘But just for a few days.” 


H |: FINGERED the key made from a gold 
block that Mrs. Esther Siegel had given him 
a year before their divorce in 1946. 
“Do you want me to have a key made for 
you?” she had asked then and Bugsy Siegel 


-shook his head no; he'd take care of it. 


He took care of it. The key made from that 
block of gold fitted the front door of the man- 
sion occupied .by Virginia Hill; and it gave 
Bugsy Siegel great satisfaction to let himself 
ir. with it. :

N A sultry August day in 1940, Albert 
© Sabath, a Chicago attorney who owned a 

small string of platers, was in New York 
City to represent a client. When the case was 
unexpectedly postponed he decided to “kill time” 
by running up to Saratoga for the annual sale 
of yearlings. 

No lawyer ever cashed in so handsomely on a 
postponement or “killed time” more proiitably, 
because the colt that Sabath picked up for only 
$700 turned out to be a gold mine on the race 
track and in the stud barn. Its name, made up 
of the first syllables of his owner’s first and last 
names, is Alsab. 

Sabath was sure he had a bargain, even when 
Thomas Piatt, breeder of Alsab, took a quizzical 
look at the $700 baby and said bluntly, “You 
bought the wrong colt. The other one by Good 
Goods was better.” 

About the time that the Chicago lawyer picked 
up the yearling (which went cheap because 
its father was an untried stallion named Good 
Geods and its mother.was a $70 mare named 
Winds Chant’) he also acquired a heart condition. 

Alsab didn’t do much to improve his owner’s 
health in his first start at Hialeah, Feb. 25, 1941° 
He was a 73-1 shot and finished 14th in a field 
of 14. His next race made Mr. Sabath’s heart 
pound like a trip hammer because Alsab went to 
the post at 75-1 and closed with a rush to finish 
third. 

A week later Alsab scored his first victory at 
4-to-1 and started the string of successes that 
has made his name a byword in racing circles 
everywhere. That year, in the Champagne Stakes 
at Belmont Park, he ran the fastest mile ever 
hung up by a two-year-old on the American turf. 
Not even Man o’ War, Equipoise or Twenty 
Grand had done a 1:35 2-5 mile in their juvenile 
campaigns, 

If the 1942 Kentucky Derby didn’t cause Mr. 
Sabath to have a fatal heart attack, then he just 
wasn’t destined to go that way. Alsab, with the 
worst racing luck in the world, was carried far 
outside several times, yet finished second, only 
two lengths behind Shut Out, the winner. 

A week later, in the Preakness at Pimlico, 
the grab-bag bargain, recovering after a slow 
start, charged through the pick of the country’s 
three-year-olds in the home stretch to win $58,175 
for the ailing attorney. In the Belmont, Alsab 
again bowed to Shut Out. : 

By the time the American Derby rolled 
around, Sabath was such a sick man he was 
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ordered to the hospital. To make the rest cure 
complete, the doctor ordered that the radio be 
removed from his room so that he couldn’t tune 
in on Alsab’s races. 

Instead, the news was broken to him gently— 
first Alsab’s victory in the Derby at Washington 


‘Park; then his glorious triumph in a match race 


with Whirlaway at Narragansett Park, where 
he won the $25,000 purse by a nose and, on top 
of these, an easy win in thé Lawrence Realiza- 
tion Stakes: The result of all this good news was 
that Mr. Sabath made a remarkable recovery 
and forced his doctor to admit that Alsab was 
the best medicine to be found for his ailment. 

In four years of racing, the $700 baby won 
purses totalling $350,015, finished first 25 times, 
second 11 times, third five times, and was un- 
placed only 10 times, in 51 trips to the post. 
All but six of these races and all but $4,850 of 
the prize money was won during his two and 
three-year-old campaigns. 

After Alsab had shown, in his six starts as a 
four and five-year-old, that his racing days were 
over, Mr. Sabath decided to go into the breeding 
business, with his $700 Cinderella steed, now 
mature, as Sultan of the Stud. So, with some of 
the fortune Alsab had won, the lawyer bought a 
breeding farm in the heart of the Blue Grass 
region, outside Lexington, Ky., renaming it 
“Alsab Farm—The House That Alsab Built.” 

Kentucky's breeding experts greeted this move 
with well-bred sneers. “How could the son of 
an undistinguished father and a $70 mother be 
successful as a sire”’’ they asked. 

Lawyer Sabath paid no attention to the 
sneers and. jeers. He was confident that the 
same qualities that had enabled Alsab to beat 
the best horses of this time would also make him

a Standout as a sire. 

Starting with only three brood mares, Sabath 
kept adding to his stock until he owned 16. It 
takes over three years to find out whether a 
Stallion is successful as a sire. Abundant proof 
was furnished in Alsab’s case by Alsab’s Day, 
one of the first of his daughters, when she piled 
up $60,000 in quick winnings by annexing the 
Pollyanna Stakes at Arlington and the Marguer- 
ite Stakes at Pimlico. 

Another of his little girls, Myrtle Charm, 
promises to become one of the great fillies of 
this era. 

The success of these two little ladies started 
a parade to the Alsab Farm that has assumed 
the aspects of a gold rush. During Alsab’s 
three years at stud, he has been bred to 55 out- 
side mares at a fee of $1,500 each. White pocket- 
ing this important folding money, the CHfcago 
attorney has had the services of Alsab for his 
own mares free. 

Recently he sold three of Alsab’s yearling 
colts to Sam Wilson, Jr., a Texas oil millionaire, 
for $100,000. Seven other Alsab colts now being 
trained for the races will compete as juveniles 
under Mr. Sabath’s colors at the Florida tracks 
this winter. 

For 1949, Alsab has been booked to serve 25 
outside mares at $1,500 each but, starting in 
1950, unless something happens to lower the 
prestige of the Laird of Alsab Farms as 4a sire, 
his services will cost from $3,500 to $5,000 for 
each of the 25 mares booked. 

Judge Joseph Sabath, Alfred’s father, wanted 
him to train for the bench, and his uncle, Adolph 
Sabath; -who has been in Congress for 44 years, 
urged him to take up politics—but the lawyer 
who got his luckiest break through a postpone- 
ment of a trial doesn’t care now whether court 
keeps or not.

T WAS hard to tell which was more nervous 
-Beauty or the Beast, aS portrayed respec- 
tively by Adah Menken and the black mare, 


Belle Beauty. 


Adah Menken was jittery because she was 
about to make theatrical history by being the 
first woman to appear’on the stage wearing noth- 
ing except flesh colored_ tights. 

Belle Beauty, the mare, was skittish because 
she had fallen off the inclined runway during the 
rehearsal, with Adah Menken strapped on her 
back, causing the manager of the Green Street 
Theatre in Albany to exclaim: 

“There goes 2,000 
worth of horse!” 

The mare was uahurt, 
but the actress, some- 
body discovered later, 
had been severely gashed 
in the shoulder and it 
was suggested she call 
off the stunt. 

“And have them ca!l 
me a coward?” she snort- 
ed. “Certainly not. Fix 
the straps.” | 

Her tightg, and — her 
ride up the painted stage 
“mountains” that night 
of June 7, 1861, at the 
climax of Byron’s play 
“Mazeppa,” made Adah 
Menken world famous 
the toast of princes and 
poets of two continents, 
and climaxed a career 
that would be sensation- 
al even today, but was al. 
most incredible in the 
strait-laced early Victor- 
ian days. 

In her brief life span of 
33 years she managed to pack fortune and poverty, 
talent and tawdriness. She was married four 
times and had romantie attachments with such a 
notable as Algernon Charles Swinburne, the poet. 

Adah Menken set an example for glamour 
girls of the future by cloaking her birth and her 
youth in mystery. She gave the year of her birth 
as 1835 and the place as New Orleans. Some of 
those who professed to know her well insisted 
her parents -~were named McCord. Adah never 
agreed with them. 


HEN she married the first time, in 1856, she 

gave her name as Adah Bertha Theodore, 
but in 1861, when the famous Lola Montez died, 
she inferred her last name was Dolores; that she 
was of Spanish descent. 

Her first husband was Alexander Isaac Men- 
ken, musically inclined son of an Ohio merchant. 
The marriage was doomed from the start. Domes- 
ticity was too slow for the fiery-eyed, dark-haired 
beauty who had been a ballet dancer, a chorus 
girl and a “cow girl” in her teens. 

_ She encouraged one story that she had been 
kidnaped by Indians in Texas, held captive by 
the tribal chieftain, and finally rescued by rangers. 

With Menken sometimes acting as her man- 
ager, Adah toured the South with various theatri- 
cal companies, usually playing male parts be- 
cause of her boyish figure. In 1858, she attained 
her girlhood ambition by arriving on Broadway. 

It wasn’t a quiet debut. Adah loved publicity 
and sensationalism and her first contacts were 
with the editors of theatrical publications and 
then with John C. Heenan. 

Heenan was the John L. Sullivan, the Jack 
Dempsey,@p@f the days before the Civil War, the 
bare knuckle days of pugilism. 

Well over six feet in height, he was the perfect 
contrast to Adah’s tiny stature. He had a “way 
with the ladies,” they said. Certainly he had a 
way with The Menken, as she liked to be called 
long after she left her first husband. 

Adah fell hopelessly in love with the prize- 
fighter; married him in 1859 under the impres- 
sion that Menken had divorced her. He hadn’t. 

Newspaper artists sketched the pair, called 
them “Two Champions.” Adah beamed and 
flushed in public. In private she proved she was 
the fighting member of the team. Heenan was 
the recipient of regular tongue lashings for his 
drinking, his attempts at philandering and his 
extravagant habits.. 

“"Twill be a relief,” the big bruiser announced 
in December, 1859, when he sailed for England 
to fight Tom Sayers for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world. Adah stayed in New York 
and in the public eye, as.a writer of verse and 
aS an actress. 

Heenan and Sayers fought for three hours 
near London until police broke it up and the ref-

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eree called it a draw. Americans at the ringside 


proclaimed Heenan the winner—and Adah 
started billing herself as Mrs. John C. Heenan. 

She dropped the name, however, when Heenan 
arrived in New York with a young lady named 
Harriet Martin, and headed for St. Louis. Adah 
sued for divorce while First Husband Menken 
was being separated from her legally. 

The public forgot her and her health deserted 
her simultaneously. Adah retired to an attic 
room on’ New York’s lower East Side and pre- 
pared for death. But even death couldn’t find her 
in the squalid neighborhood, she jested later, and 
The Menken .emerged to ride to fame on the 
broad back of the mare in Albany. 

Most of America was shocked by her public 
appearance in the tights. Adah compromised by 
adding a pair of fighter’s trunks and an out-sized 
handkerchief to her costume, and then went to 
Europe with “Mazeppa,” by way of San Francisco 
and the mining town of Virginia City. 

Her current husband, Robert H. Newell, first 
editor to print her poems, went with her to the 
Pacific Coast but he was not in evidence when 
she arrived in London. 

London didn’t know what to make of Adah, 
and ““Mazeppa.” 

Charles Dickens, the famous author, studied 
the glaring posters showing the hapless and halJf- 
clad Adah being carted off to the hills of Tartary 
—and bought a ticket to the Royal Astley’s 
Theatre in London. 

So did Charles Reade, the novelist; Swinburne, 
the poet, and every other man of prominence in 
England. They came away muttering: 

“Profoundly amazing! Beautiful figure! But 
is it art?” 

Adah didn’t care. Money was pouring in, men 
were at her feet, her name was in the newspapers 
and in the verses being dashed off by scores of 
poets, professional and amateur. 

Swinburne headed the parade of her admirers. 
He was a decided contrast to John C. Heenan. 
The poet was small and anemic, even to his wispy 
moustache, but he turned the “fire of his genius,” 
to quote a contemporary, on the shapely Adah. 
That ended Newell’s career as husband No. 3. 


In Her Brief Span the Actress Jumped From Poverty 
to Astonishing Success With Her Romances Far 


The Menken took over a town house which 
she aptly named “The Lair,” and the pair adver- 
tised their romance with numerous photographs. 
Adah usually sat down. while Swinburne stood. 
It made him look larger. 

It was a strange romance for the times. They 
exchanged sonnets pledging undying love. The 
volatile Adah apparently meant what she said, 
and wrote, although there were times when she 
sighed, out loud, that Prizefighter Heenan was 
the one man in her hectic life. 

On such occasions, the temperamental poet 
tore at his sandy hair and retired to his study 
while Adah went back to the stage. 

The Menken considered returning to the United 
States but discovered she wasn’t exactly welcomé 
in the North. During the early days of the Civil 
War she had been accused of sympathizing with 
the South during a visit to Baltimore. 

So Adah went to Paris—with her tights and 
horse, a white one this time. 

Paris wasn’t shocked by either and gathered 
Adah to its bosom. 


oo face and her figure appeared on shaving 
mugs and magazine covers, her drawing room 
was the Mecca for writers, artists, remittance 
men who needed a feW francs to tide them over 
until the monthly check arrived from home. 

The Menken, who had danced for dimes on 
Mississippi River showboats, was paid more than 
$1,000 a week to display her figure on the Paris 
stage. At the peak of her career, Adah took time 
out to become 7 mother. After divorcfng Newell, 
she had taken James Paul Barkley as Hus- 
band No. 4. 

The marriage, the last for her, took place in 
New York on Aug. 19, 1866. Adah left Barkley, 
who had wanted to marry her the first time he 
met her, after two days and returned to Paris. 

George Sand, the authoress with the flair for 
mannish attire, was an intimate of Adah’s and 
acted as godmother when the child was christened. 
And as a mourner when the baby died. 

King Charles of Wurttemberg attached him-

self to the Menken train and prompted her to 
remark: | 

“I started out with a prizefighter. It looks 
like I will wind up with a king.” 

Even the gossip columnists lost track of the 
men in her life and Adah, after playing the field 
for several seasons, decided it was time for the 
one great romance of her life. 

She had had one sparkling eye on Alexandré 
Dumas, the elder, ever since the night he had 
eased his great bulk into the Gaite Theatre to 
sigh like a walrus at the invading American in 
the flesh colored tights. , 

Soon they were exchanginy portraits and com- 
pliments—-and Paris began to gasp, and titter. 

Dumas was all of 65 at the time. Dropsy and 
a hearty appetite had combined to give him the 
figure of an animated balloon. As his purse grew 
thinner he grew fatter and pretended not to hear 
the whispers: “There goes poor old Dumas.” 

He saw in The Menken a chance to rehabili- 
tate himself in the eyes of the fashionable ladies 
and in the eyes of his creditors. 

In Dumas, Adah saw a chance to link herself 
with France’s greatest living writer. 


p)YMAS was in love with her beauty. The Men- 
ken regarded the union as a spiritual affair, 
“the surging together of two kindred souls.” 

They became inseparable, the massive author 
and the petite beauty less than half his age. They 
were together, that is,.except for the few hours 
nightly when she appeared in “The Pirates de la 
Savane,” captivating audiences that included such 
nobles as Napoleon III, the Prince Jerome, the 
King of Greece and the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Prince Jerome led the cheering section. After 
one performance he went to her dressing room 
and begged her to accept a diamond ring which, 
in the months following, may have helped keep 
“old Dumas” fed and clothed like the rejuvenated 
dandy he fancied himself. 

The Dumas attachment might have lasted until 
her death if it hadn’t been for his vanity and 
his yearning for the spotlight of publicity. Some 
people refused to believe the radiant Adah Men- 
ken had any feeling of tenderness for him. 

Dumas gave them phptographic proof. “He 
took The Menken to a portrait studio, where they 


were pictured in numerous theatrical poses. 
Hundreds‘ of copies of the portraits were 


printed and sold by sidewalk vendors. Paris 
bought them, studied them, and laughed. 

The younger Dumas didn’t join in the laugh- 
ter. He caught up with his father, separated him 
from Adah, and banished him to Italy. Adah fled 
to London—and Swinburne, the poet, in a frantic 
effort to recapture the past. But Swinburne was 
ill and The Menken was cast in the role of nurse. 

She went back to Paris, not as a conquering 
goddess but aS a woman who was old at 33. 
Only the penetrating eyes seemed alive as the 
sole remnants of her beauty. 

Two Americans visited the exotic exile on 
what proved to be her deathbed. One was Thomas 
Buchanan Read, whose “Sheridan’s Ride” was 
being memorized by millions of Americans. The 
other was Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 

Read and Longfellow wept. The Menken 
didn’t. Her eyes burned bright with the fever that 
was to consume her entirely on Aug. 10, 1868. 
She regained consciousness to make one request. 
She wanted the words “Thou Knowest,” , from 
Swinburne’s “Tlicet,” inscribed on her tomb. 

Fifteen people, including her maid and a 
couple of menservants made up the funeral pro- 
cession, her white horse bringing up the rear. 

Dumas the elder sent his regrets and the line: 

“Poor girl, why was she not her own friend!” 

Swinburne’s epitaph for the one he had loved: 

“Lo, this is she who was. the world’s delight.” 

The young-old woman who, at 33, had earned 
$500,000 with her face and her figure, died’ prac- 
tically a pauper. One of her husbands, Barkley, 
sent $400. Her good friend, Edwin James, paid 
to have her body removed from Pere La Chaise 
to Montparnasse cemetery—and to have the Swin- 
burne inscription “Thou Knowest,” placed on the 
grave marker. 


After the funeral, Charles Reade wrote of her 
in his diary: 

“Requiescat in Pace. Goodish Heart. Loose 
conduct. Gone!” .

“NA R. HUNTER,” said the 
visitor, a square-shoul- 
dered, weather-beaten 

German with the look of the sea 
about him, “I have asked people for the name 
of the best private detective in all this part of 
your country—I mean best for the job I would 
like to have done—and everybody has told me 
to go to you.” 

The time was mid-December, 1914, and World 
War I was in its first phase. 

As he sat in his office in Houston, Tex., Joe 
Hunter, rugged, cleft-chinned ex-railroad inves- 
tigator and deputy sheriff, grinned briefly at his 
German visitor and said: 

“What’s the job?” 

“My name is Karl Mueller, master of the 
freighter, Gertrude Schultz,.out of Hamburg,” 
the man said in excellent English. -“I have a 
strange story to relate. It presents a problem, 
Mr. Hunter, which even you might find most 
difficult to solve.” 

“Could be. Let’s have the story.” 

Mueller began by saying that beginning in 
the previous spring of that year, 1914—several 
months before the outbreak of war—his ship 
had been shuttling between Galveston and Ham- 
burg carrying crude oil to Germany, a job that 
since Aug. 1 had involved running the British 
navy’s blockade of the Fatherland. 


DURING one of the ship’s eastward voyages in 

August, they had been six days out of Gal- 
veston when they ran into a severe storm with 
the result that one of 15 truckless railroad tank 
cars lashed to the deck had broken loose. The 
crew had finally gotten the tank under control 
again, only to discover that a plate had sprung 
and that the tank was leaking. 

“My chief engineer and a carpenter opened 
the manhole,” said Mueller, “and, believe it or 
not, sir, saw the face of a woman!”’ 

Hunter started. “A dead woman in an oil 
tank ?”’ 

“Wait, Mr. Hunter. We took two dead women 
out of that tank!” 

He went on to relate that one of the women 
had a bullet hole in the head, and that the other 
had been shot in the back. The ‘ship’s medical 
officer had estimated that they had been dead 
from three to five weeks. 

Mueller said that both were in their middle 
or late 20s, and looked enough alike to be twins. 
All labels had been removed from their obviously 
expensive clothing, but it was established later 
that some of. the garments had been made in 
Germany, others in America. 

When the tank had been drained, the only 
articles found were a woman’s hat, a pair of 
gloves, and a small, extremely valuable watch 
of German manufacture. 

“Naturally,’> said the captain, “if my coun- 
try were not at war I would have communicated 
with the American authorities. But, of course,* 
I dared not yse the radio lest I should reveal 
our position to allied men o’ war. So the voyage 
continued, and the bodies are now in a morgue 
in Hamburg.” 

Joe Hunter stroked his muscular jaw. “I can 
see what you meant when you said it presents 
a problem,” he remarked dryly. ‘No identifica- 
tion. Bodies on the other side of the Atlantic. 
No way of knowing where, when or why these 
women were killed. Far as I know, they might 
have been killed right on your ship.”’ 

Mueller looked startled. “I hope you will 
assume that they were not,” he said. 

“What did the Hamburg authorities find 
out—if anything?” 

“T am afraid,” he replied, ‘“‘they are not much 
concerned about a crime which seems to have 
been committed in a foreign country.” 


UNTER then said he would take the case, at 
the same time suggesting that the skipper

So Mueller returned to his ship at Galveston 
—and Joe Hunter embarked on his toughest task. 

It was, however, a job for which he was su- 
perbly equipped both by nature and experience.

and completely fearless, 
- First he learned that the tank cars had left 
Chicago on July 7, and had been more than a 
month in transit to Galveston. Then he ob- 
tained detailed information as to the precise 
route the cars had followed. He also had the 
Chicago missing persons bureau check its files, 
and got a negative response.

“Member of family reports she has gone back 
to Germany.” : 
Germany! 
Hunter visited Mrs. Abbington, explaining 
that he was a local officer belatedly checking

niece since you last saw her?” 
he inquired.

I told 
her she must not tell my former 
wife (Mrs. Ella Abbington) any- 
thing about me because I didn’t want ‘my wife 
to find out where I was, and both my wife and 
Ella were on good terni8, 

“I took her to the house I had rented. I 
persuaded her to write a note to my former 
wife, explaining that she Was staying tempo- 
rarily with friends. 

“She wrote the note, but I did not give this 
to the expressman. Instead, I gave him a slip 
of paper with a fake telephone number on it. 
I told him that if there was any question about 
surrendering Miss Drucker’s things, that was 
the number to call.

“T left the next morning.” 

Still en route on the train, at 1 o’clock in 
the morning, Hunter left Drucker’s-side for a 
few moments.

A thorough search showed that he had Iéaped 
off the train. 

It was a very disgusted Joe Hunter who, 
days later, returned to his office in Houston.

Drucker staggered, the gun dropped from 
his hand. He stumbled out into the bright sun- 
shine, and there collapsed, dead.

Lieut. Lee Allen Estes didn't 
start by waiting in ambush for 
unwary violators of the law. Set- 
ting traps isn’t Estes’ way. In- 
stead. he drove to the village 
school in a two-ton truck full of 
magicians’ paraphernalia which he

finds more useful than a badge. 

“In a few minutes,” Estes tells 
his youthful audience, ‘we're go- 
ing to have a little fun. But first 
I want to remind you of a few 
things you must do to keep safe 
on the streets or roads.” 

And in a very brief time — 12 
years as a juvenile safety expert 
have taught Estes just how much 
lecturing small ears can stand — 
he puts across a group of primary 
cautions, such as: 

Don’t try to ride double on a 
bicycle built for one. 

Never steal rides on autos. 

Don't stick your arms or head 
out the window when riding a car 
or bus. 

Always look before starting to 


~ cross the street. 


44 A ND now,” says Estes, just as 

attention begins to lag, “will 
two of ‘you boys step up on the 
stage?’’ He hands soda crackers 
to the young volunteers. As they 
start chewing, he orders: “Yell 
‘Safety First’ six times!” 

They do, and the entire audi- 
ence whoops .with glee as_ the 
cracker crumbs fly. 

Then Estes dips into magic, 
for this Houdini of the highways 
has made himself an expert in 
every trick that will help make 
his words on safety stick. His 
audience is so busy being enter- 
tained that they are hardly aware 
that he is also educating them. 


As a grand finale Estes hauls 
out a little wooden-headed pal in 
a uniform like his own, for he’s 
a ventriloquist as well as a magi- 
cian. Willie Talk-——with no ques- 
tion mark after the name, for he 
talks plenty—-sasses his surprised 
owner to the point of embarrass- 
ment, but nevertheless puts in 
plugs for safety. It’s a toss-up as 
to which gets the most applause, 
the dummy or his uniformed boss, 
but like big-timers they leave their 
audiences laugkbing. 
It was in 1936 
that Estes, then a 
county patrolman, 
got his idea of 
combining the mes- 
sage of safety with 
entertainment _ for 
children. At safety 
lectures he noted 
that youthful audi- 
ences were bored 
and yawning. His 
chief was Skeptical, 
but gave Estes the 
green light after 
the patrolman 
Staged an arrest- 
ing demonstration 
of amateur magic 
mixed with down- 
to-earth safety ad- 
vice. 

Since then, 
Estes’ magic show 
has covered more 
than 120,000 miles 
and appeared be- 
fore more than 
1,000,000 persons. He has staged 
request performances as far away 
as the Carolinas and Washington, 
D. C., and has turned down bids 
from vaudeville. 

Kentuckians are ready to con- 
cede that there’s method in their 
highway Houdini’s magic, for their 
state’s record for aecidental deaths 
of children on the roads went lower 
than any other state in the union.

safety, Estes’ exploits rival 
those of a perky little fox terrier 
named Knee-Hi, who died in Phila- 
delphia a couple of years ago. In 
the company of her master, Dr. 
George E. Brunson, Knee-Hi made 
countless trips across the country 
showing school children the right 
and wrong way to cross America’s 
traffic-congested streets. 

During these educational tours, 
it was estimated that the little 
terrier appeared before some 12,- 
000,000 children, and the four- 
footed professor had many hon- 
ors showered upon her before she 
died. 

The >Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Instruction licensed her 
as a full-fledged instructor in traf- 
fic safety.

“We have our own 
cabins,” she points out, “and mix 
socially with the men only about 
once a week, in the recreation room.

“Why did we sign up to go to 
sea? Well, none of us is married, 
and we all love travel. We've al- 
ready been around the world once.’

HARLOTTE CUSHMAN, 
the one American ac-

woman’s hands are more re- 
vealing than her face, This 
is no quaint observation 
of a hundred years ago. 


Your hands—the look of 
them, their grooming and 
movements — come under 
constant scrutiny; and peo- 
ple. use them as an index 
to your whole personality. 


| EARN to safeguard your 
hands, therefore, in the 
many little commonplace 
duties of daily living. Use 
the cushions of your fin- 
gers instead of your nails 
when typewriting. Use 
tools, not fingertips or 
nails, to pry off lids and 
open cartons. Protect your 
hands with cotton gloves 
for heavy housecleaning. 
Don’t subject your hands 
to very hot water for long 
periods of time. Be sure 
to rinse them in clear, cool 
water after each sudsing— 
and todry them thoroughly. 


Any shape hand may 
develop a grace and char- 
acter of its own with reg- 
ular care. Such care im- 
plies, first of all, keeping 
the’ skin on hands—and 
wrists—smooth and supple. 
One inflexible rule is to use 
a good hand cream, prefer- 
ably a greaseless one, after 
washing, before going out 
and at night. Apply it to 
your upheld hand in long 
downward strokes, or in 
“wringing” motions.

ETWEEN manicures 
check up on such foibles 

as chipped or peeling polish. 
We consider this a worse 
offense than no polish at 
all! And inspect your hands 
for tiny calluses at: the 
sides of the nails, and nic- 
otine stains. Pumice stone 
will help to get rid of both. 
Exercising your hands de- 
velops strength and grace. 
Some simple and effective 
exercises are these: Shake 
your hands vigorously from 
the wrists for a full min- 


ute; then relax them, palms 


up, in your lap, 


OF: make a tight fist and 
spring the fingers wide 
apart. About five or ten 
times of this. For greater 
flexibility try back-bending 
each finger; arch it, stretch 
it. Then shake gently. 
One more hint to make 
your hands count for you. 
Be on your guard for any 
nervous mannerisms. Drum- 
ming on the table, fiddling 
with the corners of nap- 
kins, picking at crumbs 
(you may add your own 
peccadilloes to the list!) 
only detract from your 
hands and your poise. Ges- 
tures which are easy and 
relaxed—-neither flamboy- 
ant nor affected—will call 
the most flattering atten- 
tion to your hands—and 
to you!
